U.S. Farmers Want 
Cattle Tariff Lower 


Investigation of the tariff duties on 
stock and feeder cattle, with a view 
to an adjustment that will aid the 
cattle feeders in the United States, 
who depend to some extent on Canadi-

Raspberries do not always produce 
heavily, but there is nearly every year 
at least a tair supply of fruit. Spring 
frosts may destroy the biooms. o1 
appies, piums, currants, gooseberries, 
and June-bearing strawberries, but 
.he raspberry is a late-blooming fruit 
and does not, as a rule, suffer from 
frozen blossoms, 

Raspberries havea fairly good: root 
system and are unlikely to sutfec dur 
ang a spell of dry weather to the same 
extent as strawberries. They have al- 
so the advantage of bearing several 
successive heavy crops of large-sized 
berries without renewal of the planta- 
tion. They respond to good culture, 
careful, timely pruning, and to appli- 
cations of fertiuzer. 

The raspberry is the most popular 
of all the bush fruits. lt is used for 
jellies, jams, preserves, dessert with 
sugar and cream; is canned, and is 
eaten: fresh out of the hand; it is also 
ased as a flavoring. for mild fruits 
such as Saskatoon berries, and is the 
coundation of a popular hot-weather 
drink, “raspberry vinegar.” 

A raspberry plantation may be eas- 
ly established. The rooted suckers 
are soid at moderate prices by nur-
